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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . It should at first be noted that claim 44 has a preamble defining a composition but 
is dependent upon a method claim. It is unclear if claim 44 is further defining the 
method. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1, 2, 5-7, 10, 13, 17, 19, and 20, drawn to compositions for 
stripping or cleaning semiconductors, classified in class 510, subclass 
175. 

II. Claims 25, 26, 29-31 , 34, 37, 41 , 43, 44, drawn to methods for cleaning 
semiconductors, classified in class 134, subclass 1.3. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the alkaline composition 
of group I can be used for purposes beyond those described in group II. For example 
the combination of ammonium hydroxide (ammonia) in combination with a borofluoride 
could be used to etch glass, clean glass, or as a dental treatment. 

4. 
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5. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 

recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 

different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 

another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 

101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph.
